Announcement Is Made That Court Action Will Be 
Formally Begun at Little Rock Tomorrow to 
Settle Validity of Sawyer Racing Bill. 



l.iltlo Kofk, .\ik.. March 1*0. — That Governor 
George W. li.iys iiilciHleil .signing the Sawyer racing 
liill. that alt liis |>rcvioiis actions ha<l In-eii directctl 
i-ovaril securing the passage of tlie hill, and that 
alter In- oin-e signed the ineasiu'e he had completed 
Ills executive fniiclion and the nieasnre had lieconie 
a law. will he virtually tin* outlines <.f the case 
to he tiled in the i‘iilaski chancery court here Mon- 
day hy attorneys for Hot Springs interests, to sus- 
tain the legality of the hill creating a state racing 
coiiuuission and legalizing pari-iiiutuel wagering. 

I'tiited .states SenatiH- .lames I*, t'larke. it was an- 
tiouin'cd toda.v hy Gisirge K. Iteiditig of Mot Sjiritigs. 
secretary of the state fair coiuinission, will direct 
the tight amf will lie assisted by W. II. Martin, 
fornierly prosecuting attorney in Hot .Siirings and 
now riiited .States district attorney for Arkansas. 

In dii'i-cting the etfort to prove that Governor 
lla.vs had intended signing the racing hill. ap;ioxi- 
luately a sc ue of ineniheis of the I'ortietli general 
asseinhly will lie Muiiinoned as wittiesses. it was 
sairl iialay. to sliow that an agr<*eiiient existeil he- 
twiien the goveriKir’s otfice and ilu^ house adminis- 
tration. headed hy .speaker I.. K. Sawyer, author of 
the lacing hill, wherein the s|H-aker had pledged his 
siipiiort for eertain administrative measures desired 
hy the governor if the governor in turn would tlirow 
his inllnence to aid the passage of the Sawyer hill 
and linally sign il. Ilotise leaders will be asked to 
show that the legislatitui desired hy the governor 
was passisl hy them and then when the Sawyer 
hill was iiassed hy the assembly, the governor de- 
serte.l his friiuids and vetoed the hill after he had 
tirst signed the measure and left tue frienils of tlie 
act to lielieve that it lidvl lie< Tn w^ a ia w . Governor 
Hays himself will 1 m» summoned, it was .«aid, to 
make clear his positam in the matter. 

,\ half dozen witnesses, among them Itehling, 
Frank Kitchens of Helena. .\rk.. a well-known [sdi- 
tician; t'apt. U. 11. Rice, idautatioti tiwner and 
horseman of Varner. .\rk.; H. S. Mohle.v. president 
of the .Arkansas Farmer’s Fnirm and Speakt'r Saw- 
.ver. all of whom declare the.v saw the governor ap- 
prove the hill and that he aceepled their eongratii- 
lalions for so doing, will Ive placed ii[ain the stand, 
il was declared. 

Tlu'ongh iHsivIng an intent to sign, attorneys 
for the hill hope to estiihlish actual luasif that tiie 
governor did sigh the hid tirst and that his control 
over tile destinies <if the measure were ended wlien 
lie attaclusl his name to it. 

-\eeording to Distriiu .Attorney .Martin there is 
no iptestion as to rite l•onstitlltionality of the raeing 
mcHsnre and a score of Little Rock attorneys have 
held that in signing the measure, even though the

Ciiicimiati. O.. March 20. — Entries for the Lat-onia 
and lioiigliis Park .loi-key Club's two tflO.tKtO added 
stakes, to he run during the eoming spring inecthigs 
at these tracks, were announced today. Sixty-sevcii 
of the Is'st I hris- year-olds in .America are cardeil 
to go ill the L.-itoniii Derb.v, while tifty-two of the 
fme.st all-aged racers in this counlry are iiaiiied for 
the Kentucky Handicap, to he run at Douglas 
Park. 

■All of the other stakes tilled excmuliiigly well. 
.At l.aloiiia the average was far iiliove that of a 
year ago. while il reuiaiiied just the same at 
Diuiglas Park. ImsI .year at Latouia there was an 
average of sixly-tive horses entered fqr each event. 
This yeai- Ihc average is over seventy-seven. The 
biggest proiHirtionate increase is In the l.atonia 
Derby. In 1!H4. fliirty-iiinc were entered for this 
noted race, while sixty -seven have lieen named this 
year. 

I*roniinent eastern stables, led hy Harry Payne 
Whitney, the yuincy Stable. .lolin Kelly aial .A. 
R. Hancock, are ri'iiresented In the Derb.v. The 
Latonia Derby is the supreme test for three-year- 
olds. It conn's live weeks later tinili the Kenlnck.v 
Derby at Chiircliill IViwus and often an argument 
arising out of that event is decisively decided when 
the long jenriiey of a mile and a half is tinlshed over 
Ihe lieuulifiil Alilkliile track. 

Of the list of sixty-s<‘veu noniiiiatloiis for the La- 
tonia Derliy only seven are fillies. Twice in its 
long liistor.v the l.atonia Derby lias lieen won tiy a 
HU.V, -hut there seems to In* a dfiirth of goml throe- 
year-old fillies Hiis year. The entries for tlie 
l.atonia Iierliy are naturally a ilnplicntion of the 
remarkaide list named fur the Kentucky Derliv. 

The other slakes at Latouia have likewise filled 
in a higlil’- .satisfactory manner. The Cincinnati 
Tropliy race. $4.0l)d addml, reeeiveil Kk! nominations. 
This will make this race worth about jfli.OOO to tlie 
vviiiiiei- and it will he the richest two-year-old 
stake ill Kentucky this season. 

But it is in the Keiititckj' Handicap, to lie run 
at Douglas Park, tlint rea! class shows up. The 
fifty-two entries for this event include the grandest 
horses of all .America. 

Sitcli cracks as Roomer, the American champion 
of last .vear; Luke McLiike. the runner up: David 
Craig his stable cniii|>aniou; Harmonieon. tite ligst 
sprinter in F.iiglaiid in 19.-5 and 1914. and others 
almost eiiually notable .are among the fifty-two 
named. From this list Manager .John Hachmeister 
of tlie Douglas Park .locke.v Club expects a field 
of starters which will have the effect of t**stlng 
the capacity of lieautiful Douglas Park.

— 'I’lie failure of the 
hill recently before Hie Texas legislature legalizing 
pari-miitiiel la-ttiiig in tlie stale of Texas was a 
great disapiMiinlment to tnrfinen of llie Lone Star 
state.
